“Attending school in the white 
community used to be frustra­ 
ting, traumatic experience for 
many Indian children who until 
then had dived segregated with 
their families on the reserva­ 
tion.’’ said Mrs. Wisneski. 
“They had fewer cultural and 
economic advantages than their 
classmates. 
Until 
three years 
ago. when low cost housing came 
to the reservation, most lived in 
old houses that lacked water, 
indoor plumbing and electrici­ 
ty.

According to the legend, the 
Holy Family was not alone in 
taking refuge in the stable at 
Bethlehem. Perched on a raf­ 
ter, a small brown robin watch­ 
ed as the three Magi presented 
their gifts 
to 
the 
new-born 
Christ Child. 
The robin seemed to under­ 
stand that something wondrous 
was happening. After the de­ 
parture of the Magi, when the 
Holy Family was asleep, the 
robin noticed that the 
stable 
fire was dying. Only a few' 
coals smoldered. 
In a valiant attempt to re­ 
vive the flickering embers, tile 
robin swooped down to fan the 
fire. 
Hovering above the coals, he 
flapped his wings, fanning the 
embers to life. 
As

man who has more dolls than 
almost anybody except Santa 
Claus! 
Collector Samuel F. Pryor is 
the founder of the Interna­ 
tional Doll Library in Green­ 
wich, Conn., where more than 
8,000 dolls are gathered in fab­ 
ulous variety. 
Begun in 1953 when he in­ 
herited 300 dolls from a friend, 
the still - growing collection 
includes 
hundreds 
of 
dolls 
searched out by Mr. Pryor 
himself, and it has also been 
augmented by gifts from some 
of the thousands of visitors to 
the Doll Library—hence Pry­ 
or’s personal knowledge that a 
doll under the Christmas tree 
is truly a source of delight 
Library In Barn 
The Doll Library, so named 
because every doll has a story 
to tell, is attractively housed 
in a 1792 barn, remodeled to 
provide 
appropriate 
settings 
for the dolls. Visits to the Doll 
Library are by appointment 
only. 
Here, there are antique dolls, 
historic dolls, craft dolls, reli­ 
gious dolls, dolls of every land 
and every era. 
The dolls in­ 
deed have much to tell to the 
serious student of world his­ 
tory and world civilization. 
But to Pryor, the important 
thing about the dolls is that 
they are objects of affection— 
cherished by little girls -wait­ 
ing for Santa, and by everyone 
who loves dolls, to play with 
and admire. 
Along with their legacy of 
love, the dolls bring a record 
of mankind’s ingenuity. 
Eyelids Flutter 
Among the antique dolls in 
Pryor’s collection is a 19th- 
century beauty who turns her 
head, 
flutters 
her 
eyelids, 
heaves her bosom and plays a 
lyre, to the tune of a hidden 
music box. 
Many other dolls in the Pry­ 
or collection make it plain 
that 
mechanical 
accomplish­ 
ments are by no means limited 
to the dolls of today. For in­ 
stance, a group of early Amer­ 
ican dolls includes the “Auto- 
peripatetikos"—a walking doll 
patented in 1862. 
Another kind of ingenuity is 
manifest in the craft dolls, 
lovingly fashioned by thought­ 
ful hands from virtually any 


and every convenient material 
—pen wipers, shells, newspa­ 
pers, wishbones, sponges, corn 
cobs, pine cones, pipecleaners, 
clay pipes, even an old potato 
masher. 
Among them are “Mr. and 
Mrs. Crab,” dolls writh faces 
made from crab claws. These 
do-it-yourself dolls were fea­ 
tured 
in 
“Godey’s 
Lady’s 
Book” for May 1867, w'ith il- 
luctrations of Mr. and Mrs. 
Crab and “how to” instruc­ 
tions. 
Miniature U. N. 
Among the Library's little in­ 
habitants, dolls of other lands 


form a miniature United Na­ 
tions. 
A 
turbaned 
Brazilian 
dancer, 
a 
Spanish 
matador 
with cape and sword, a Japa­ 
nese geisha, a Belgian lady, 
a German tourist, an Arabian 
desert prince, an Argentinian 
gaucho — the list is seemingly 
endless. 
Differences may divide na­ 
tions—but not in the Doll Li­ 
brary. Pryor’s dolls get an op­ 
portunity to enact the holiday 
spirit of peace and good will, 
all year. As a pastime, he likes 
to bring dolls of many nations 
together in friendly groups. 


Treat Yule Trees 
As Special Hazard 


LANSING (AP) — Christmas 
trees, because of the fire hazard 
they present, are termed “an 
American necessary evil” by a 
member of the State Police Fire 
Marshal Division. 
“Dryness always makes them 
susceptible to flame and fire,” 
said Lt. Glenn Tannker. “The 
best thing to do is to use com­ 
mon sense and treat them as 
special hazards.” 
Tanner said although solutions 
are advertised that are sup­ 
posed to make trees fireproof, 
he knows cf only one that has 
been approved by testing labor­ 
atories. 
“Even then you have to follow 
directions to the T,“ he said 
“The best idea is to make a 
fresh cut toward the bottom of 
the tree and place it in water,” 
he advised. ‘‘Then as soon as it 
starts shedding, it should be 
thrown out.” 


Christmas tree light 
wires 
should be checked carefully, he 
said. Becuase the wires are so 
fine there is a danger of them 
becoming frayed and causing a 
short circuit and fire. 
A dangerous shock also can 
come fi'om putting lights on me* 
talic trees if there is a short 
circuit. Tanner said. 
As other suggestions for fire 
prevention over tile holiday sea­ 
son he advised placing Christ­ 
mas candles carefully—so they 
cannot fall or be knocked over 
bv children — and throwing out 
Christmas present wrappings so 
they do not become a fire haz­ 
ard.

Today, using greens has be­ 
come holiday custom, regard­ 
less of religious or symbolic 
significance. 
About Tree* 
Perhaps the most common 
use of holiday greens is seen 
in the lively, decorated Christ­ 
mas tree found in many homes 
at this time of year. 
There are many legends con­ 
cerning the origin of Christ­ 
mas trees. One belief is that 
the first Christmas tree was a 
palm tree brought from Egypt. 
The 12 parts of the palm were 
supposed to represent the 12 
apostles, according to the edi­ 
tors of the Encyclopedia Amer­ 
icana. 
The use of pine and cedar 
Yule trees is generally thought 
to be of German derivation. 
The introduction of the ever­ 
green Christmas tree came to 
English-speaking peoples after 
the marriage of Victoria of 
England to the German prince, 
Albert. 
Mistletoe Magic 
Ancient 
followers 
of 
the 
Druid religion were the first to 
regard mistletoe as a sacred 
plant, say the editors of The 
New' Book of Knowledge. They 
supposed it to have panacean 
virtues in warding off every­ 
thing from witches to disease. 
Each year, about the time 
Christmas is celebrated today, 
there was a ceremonial rite in 
which Druid priests, using a 
golden sickle, cut the mistletoe 
leaves from the “sacred oak” 
and distributed them amongst 
the people. 
The Saxons also valued this 
plant; 
they were the first to 
call it mistletoe. To them, mis­ 
tletoe symbolized 
everlasting 
peace. 
Holly In Legend 
In the legend and lore of 
I Christmas, 
holly has both a 
i merry and melancholy signifi­ 
cance. 
Fairies, so it is said, loved 
the holly. They found its leaves 
such a comforting shelter that 


even after holly was cut from 
the trees, they lingered about, 
allowing themselves to be car­ 
ried indoors, w'here they pro­ 
tected the home from the evil 
spirits. 
Later, 
Christian 
believers 
saw' the thorny leaves and 
bright red berries of the holly 
as symbols of the Crow'n of 
Thorns and the sacrifice which 
the Christ 
Child, grown 
to 
manhood, made on Calvary. 
In legend, the laurel and the 
bay have told the story of vic­ 
tory and triumph since the 
days of ancient Greece. 
Ivy was the convivial green 
of pagan holidays, and was 
supposed to express the joy­ 
ousness of Bacchus. The yew 
and the cyprus symbolize eter­ 
nal life. 


There is a national Christ­ 
mas tree 
and 
the 
Nation’s 
Christmas Tree. 
The national 
one is displayed in Washing­ 
ton, D. C., every year. 
The 
General Grant Sequoia in Cal­ 
ifornia was officially dedicated 
as the Nation’s Christmas Tree 
in 1926.

The Family Lawyer 


Unreported Accident 
Coming to a halt at a stop light, you bump 
bumpers with the car ahead. A quick look by 
both parties indicates that no harm was done, 
so you dismiss the matter from your mind. 
Months later, you are served with a sum­ 
mons in a lawsuit. It seems the other driver is 
claiming that he was injured by the collision 
after all. Til is question arises: 
Are you left stranded, without the protec­ 
tion of your liability insurance, because you 
failed to give prompt notice of the accident to 
the insurance company? 
Generally speaking, you are required to 
give notice within a “reasonable time” after you 
have an accident. Still, the law does grant you 
some leeway if there is a good excuse for delay. 
Obviously, you have a good excuse if you 
simply were not aware that an accident happened 
at all. Likewise, in the case above, the court 
decided the motorist’s excuse was good enough. 
As one judge put it: 
“Not every trivial accident should be re­ 
ported. An accident that an ordinary prudent 
person would consider as inconsequential, not 
the basis of any claim, the insured w'as not 
bound to report.” 
Nevertheless, if there is reason to fear a 
claim (even an unfair claim), then it is indeed 
up to you to tell your insurance company about 
it. 
For example, a motorist who knocked down 
a pedestrian was held not justified in failing to 
report the accident, since he knew' the victim 
had been taken to a hospital. His excuse, that a 
policeman had told him it was “nothing serious,” 
was held not good enough. 
And another motorist was held at fault for 
not notifying his insurance company that the 
other party, in a seemingly harmless collision, 
had telephoned to say his knee was “starting to 
feel stiff.” 
In short, when in doubt report the accident. 
It isn’t a d’ff'cult thing to do. And it might save 
you, some day, from having to “face the music” 
on vour own.

Christmas Wasn’t Better, 
Just Different Like Life

For young people of today 
who wonder whether it will be 
a Camaro Christmas or a Mus­ 
tang Christmas at their house, 
the ways that their grandpar­ 
ents observed Christmas must 
seem as quaint as Alice in Won­ 
derland. 
Although there were a few 
pioneer automobiles about, they 
were in hibernation for Christ­ 
mas, up on blocks to take the 
weight off their clincher tires 
and inner tubes, because the 
streets and highways weren’t 
snowplowed to permit winter 
traffic. That didn’t come until 
the 1920s and then only gradu­ 
ally and in a feeble way at first. 
Anti-freeze to prevent busted 
motor blocks was some years 
off and before what Dr. Ar­ 
rowsmith called “closed motors” 
came along the touring cars had 
only side curtains to protect the 
hardy motorist from the blasts 
of winter; the windshield wiper 
was hand-operated and there 
were no automobile heaters. 
No Promotion 
The early automobiles didn’t 
figure importantly in Christmas 
giving in the North. There were 
no advertisements: “Give him a 
Maxwell 
for 
Christmas” 
or 
“Hupmobile for Happy Holi­ 
days.” 
While the religious feast day 
that IS Christmas was many 
centuries old, it seems that the 
modern observance of Christ­ 
mas was just being invented 
when this century was young. 
Laura Fitzsimmons told a story 
•bout Christmas Eve in Meno­ 
minee. 
“I met this little band or 
urchins in front of St. Adal­ 
bert’s Church,” she said “and 
the spirit of Christmas was in 
me and I said to them: ‘What 
•re you boys doing?’ 
“And as they went up the 
stairs to the church one of them 
turned and said: ‘We’re going 
around adoring!’ ” 
Holiday Mystique 
She took them at their word, 
but today it might be suspect­ 
ed that they were out stealing 
hubcaps. Here, in a nutshell, is 
the holiday mystique. Anything 
old is precious; most things 
modern are too expensive and 
lacking in sentiment. 
It is easier to believe this if 
your life has not spanned both 
periods, so that you are familiar 
with the quaint old ways of 
snowy, simple Christmases, and 
the current preparations to pro­ 
tect yourself against the holi­ 
day homecoming of your jet set 
daughter. 
Grandpa would have thought 
anyone who proposed an artifi­ 
cial Christmas tree was ready 


for the daffy pantry. He was 
critical of even strings of tinsel 
and insisted that natural greens 
made up into garlands was all 
that nature intended. He was a 
great one for taking what na­ 
ture offered as God’s will, and 
yet he used to shave every 
morning. His Christmas tree 
wasn’t nearly as attractive as 
the trees which are sold today 
after culturing and shearing to 
make them densely green and 
symmetrical. 
Candles On Tree 
And he covered his tree with 
tin nips and then put candles 
in them and when he lit them 
all and called Grandma to come 
and see it they’d not been 
standing there in admiration for 
more than two minutes before 
the fire started. Fire Chief Lu­ 
ther Collins used to say “Be­ 
tween the drunks on the Fourth 
of July and the 
nuts with 
matches on Christmas, it’s a 
wonder we’ve got anything left 
of the town.” 
The fire wagons came on 
sleighs on their Christmas calls 
and there were so many calls 
that the firemen were almost as 
busy as Santa Claus. It was all 
very exciting, but the firemen 
didn’t like it. They dreaded the 
coming of Christmas, the way 
that mailmen are supposed to 
dread it because of the way it 
overburdens 
them, 
although 
they bear it with great good 
grace. 
There’s a great nostalgia now 
•bout Christmas in the horse 
age, but if the people who heard 
the merry jingle of sleighbells 
in the night were given choice 
of return to that melodic period 
or keeping today’s sports model 
car and the carbon monoxide 
they wouldn’t hesitate a split 
second before scratching th* 
horses. 
Horses Bite, Too 
Only in the romantic glow of 
sleighrides 
remembered 
and 
cutter racing and of farmers 
bundled in dogskin coats on 
their sleighs, delivering dairy 
butter to their city customers, 
is the horse scentless and ac­ 
ceptable. Cars kill many more 
people than the horses ever did, 
but Dr. Albert Sanders, the 
veterinarian 
at 
Stephenson, 
says “I’ve seen a horse dis­ 
articulate a man’s hand as clean 
as a whistle, and I knew of one 
biting off a boy’s nose.” 
Automobiles are lethal, but 
not villains. Dashing out to Old 
Aunt M ary’s in a one horse open 
sleigh sounds like more fun 
than it actually was. There’s no 
frostbite in nostalgia. But, ro­ 
mantically, it may seem a little 
more appropriate that the ob­ 
servance of Christmas — which 
began with carnel* — should, in 


a later time, employ horses. At 
the time it just seemed practi­ 
cal and in years to come when 
people are floating around in 
hovercraft it may seem rom an­ 
tic that people in the Sixties 
made their holiday rounds in 
quaint little sports cars. 
Brighter Mode 
The trappings of the holidays 
always reflect the mode and it 
is so much brighter and gayer 
than grandpa’s time. His books 
lacked 
colored 
pictures 
and 
Christmas gift wrappings were 
definitely not psychedelic. The 
Tom St Jerry bowl was in the 
tavern, not the home and the 
breweries of the Upper Penin­ 
sula used to sell a Christmas 
beer, dark, like bock beer, but 
symbolized by Santa and not 
billygoats. 
Dolls that could close their 
eyes were regarded as a triumph 
of science and boys who got a 
Daisy air rifle put it to work 
shooting sparrow's for a bounty 
of one cent a head. The magic 
lantern, which projected post­ 
cards on a bedsheet when you 
put them in upside down, was 
regarded as the ultimate elec­ 
tric projector and life was so 
simple that you could inrite a 
neighbor over for an evening to 
crack nuts with you and suggest 
that he bring his owm flatiron 
and hammer. 
It wasn’t better or worse than 
Ch-' tmas today; it was just 
d 
J rent, like life is.

DETROIT (A P1 - Ten De­ 
troit policemen, some of them 
suspended for up to three years 
after being indicted by a one- 
man grand jury, have received 
a Christmas present from City 
Council — $261,768 in back pay.

Pa­ 
trolmen. however, were required 
to forfeit 30 days pay and ser­ 
geants 45 days pay for violating 
departmental rules against ac­ 
ceptance of Christmas gifts from 
liquor licensees.

This is her Christmas mes­ 
sage for 1969. 
All about us we hear talk of 
peace on earth, good will to­ 
ward men. 
Yet we know, to 
our sorrow, there is no peace 
in the hearts of many men, 
and there is no good will. 
The mood of America vacil­ 
lates between fear 
and 
the 
childlike hope that somehow 
everything will turn out all 
right. Yet we are uptight, anx­ 
ious, frightened, sick of war, 
puzzled by our young 
and 
torn by conflicting emotions. 
Our youth insists that civil­ 
ization is out of joint. They 
recent having to live in a dan­ 
gerous w’orld they never made. 
But what generation ever has 
made the world it had to live 
in? 
Despite “progress” of which 
W’e boast, what progress have 
w’e made? Is it progress when 
average, everyday citizens are 
afraid to walk within blocks of 
their own homes after dark? 
Is it progress to spend billions 
to put a man on the moon 
where no man lives w’hile in 
our own country, IO million 
people 
are 
inadequately 
fed 
and 20 million live in hovels 
and shacks? 
This is the age of protest, 
the big copout, the unwashed 
and the undressed. The blur­ 
ring of the sexes. Young reb­ 
els spit in the face of conform­ 
ity 
and 
stare us down with 
eyes like hypodermic needles. 
Some fear we are heading to­ 
ward social decay—going the 
w'ay of the Romans and the 
Babylonians. 
Others 
applaud 
the new morality and dance on 
the grave of “phony Puritan­ 
ism.” They herald the sex rev­ 
olution as symptomatic of a 
maturing society which 
will 
encourage creativity and pro­ 
mote better mental health. 
Members of the Now Gener­ 
ation are searching for drugs 
to “expand their minds,” when 
in reality, 
they have merely 
opted to anesthetize themselves 
against the pain of growing up 
and 
accepting 
responsibility. 
Yet, we cannot deny they have 
some 
valid 
complaints 
and 
much of what they are railing 
against is, indeed, despicable 
and needs to be changed. This 
raises some serious questions 
for w'hich there are no easy 
answers. 
Each day. each of us must 
make a series of small deci­ 
sions. 
These decisions deter­ 
mine the directions in w’hich 
our lives will move. No one, 
irrespective of how wise, how 
highly principled or experi­ 
enced he may be, can make 
the right decision every time. 
To err or fail is no disgrace. 


The disgrace lies in not learn­ 
ing from our mistakes, not re­ 
covering from our defeats, not 
getting up to try again. 
Since this is a problem col­ 
umn. I hear more about fail­ 
ure than I hear about victory. 
Does this depress me? No, it 
does not. After fourteen years 
I still find this work immense­ 
ly rewarding. 
I realize that 
many people who write don’t 
want advice, they merely need 
someone to listen. I have been 
entrusted 
w’ith 
the 
largest 
reading audience in the wrorld. 
What a magnificent opportun­ 
ity to shine a spotlight on ig­ 
norance and fear. There is no 
greater 
satisfaction 
than 
to 
serve, and I will continue to 
do my best.

Christmas belongs to everyone. 
For the Christian believer. 
Christmas is cherished as a re­ 
ligious holiday of paramount 
importance, 
and 
as 
a 
time 
meant for joy and festivity, 
too. 
For people of many different 
faiths. Christmas is beloved as 
a happy holiday, 
a secular 
celebration that gives mean­ 
ingful expression to universal 
good will and good cheer. 
Giving Gifts 
Since the Wise Men gave of 
their treasures to the Christ 
Child, giving has been part of 
the tradition of Christmas. 
The idea of gifts as homage 
dates from even earlier times, 
when kings demanded special 
tribute 
from 
their 
subjects 
during holiday seasons. 
Thus 
the Wise Men, in offering pre­ 
cious gifts of gold,

gifts—wax candles, clay dolls 
and various trinkets. 
When the6# pagan customs 


of exchanging gifts were trans­ 
ferred to the celebration of 
the birth of Christ, 
church 
leaders 
added 
a 
new 
idea; 
selfless giving. 
Through the 
ages, giving to help the less 
fortunate has been a special 
tradition of Christmas. 
Sending Greetings 
Perhaps even more than the 
giving of gifts, the sending of 
Christmas 
greetings 
symbol­ 
ises the seasonal spirit of good 
will. 
The 
personal 
exchange of 
good wishes at holiday time is 
a custom that’s older, 
prob­ 
ably, 
than 
Christmas 
itself. 
In ancient winter festivals the 
renewal of the earth at the 
coming of spring was linked 
with the renewal of friend­ 
ships. 
Though greetings and Christ­ 
mas have long been associated, 
the printed greeting card is a 
relative newcomer to the Yule 
scene — introduced little more 
than a century ago. Nowadays. 
Christmas greeting cards go 
out by the billions, 
carrying 
their messages of “happy holi­ 
day” and “best wishes.” 
In 
the 
glad 
tradition 
of 
sending greetings, today’s edi­ 
tion of this newspaper presents 
the special greetings of local 
merchants, 
as 
they 
express 
their good wishes and grati­ 
tude to customers and friends. 
Burning The Log 
From a miraculous star to a 
tiny candle, 
gleaming lights 
have cast a glow over holiday 
festivities for centuries. 
Pagan 
sun-worshippers 
lit 
candles and kindled fires at 
w inter festivals to help the re­ 
turning sun gain strength. 
Traditional 
for 
both 
light 
and 
warmth is 
the 
blazing 
Yule log. Like all “Christmas 
lights,” it has both a religious 


and a festive significance in 
holiday lore. 
Because legend says thai the 
Christ Child was washed and 
dressed beside an ash wood 
fire, the people of early Eng­ 
land always had Yule logs of 
ash wood. Ash had a practical 
aspect, too, because it was the 
only green wood which would 
burn. 
The Yule log of England and 
continental Europe was often 
believed to have mystical pow­ 
ers to protect the home. 
To 
give this protection, the Yule I 
log had to be kept burning all 
through the 12 days of Christ­ 
mas. 
Ringing Bells 
Later, 
the 
“blazing 
Yule” 
was prim arily associated with 
the feasting and festivity of 
the w inter holidays. 


Among the merry sights and 
sounds of Christmas, none is 
m errier than the ringing of 
bells. 
Since 
earliest 
times, 
the 
pealing of bells has announced 
important events, both happy 
and sad. The first use of bells 
to call Christians to worship 
took place, it is believed, at 
Christmas in Italy, about 400 
A. D. 
Tradition 
once 
held 
that 
Christ was born 
exactly at 
midnight. In medieval Britain, 
church bells tolled sadly dur­ 
ing the hour before midnight 
on 
Christmas 
Eve. 
On 
the 
stroke of 12, a joyous pealing 
announced 
the 
Miracle ' of 
Christmas. 
Today, church - spire bells 
and carillons ring out the glad 
tidings of Christmas.

DALLAS. Tex. AP) — Near­ 
ly 30 years of separation ended 
and a happy Christmas reunion, 
began recently for a Florida 
woman and her Texas brother. 
Jam es Stewart. 33, 
watched 
a bus from Miami, Fla., pull 
into the depot and nervously 
scanned the passengers as they 
alighted. 
The last off was Deloris Max­ 
ine Thompson. 31, of Daytona 
Beach, Fla., and Stewart, from 
the Dallas suburb of Duncan­ 
ville. quickly embraced her. 
She was accompanied by her 
three daughters. 
Quickly they turned to piecing 
together what has happened dur­ 
ing a separation in which each 
possessed only an aging photo 
as proof the other ever existed. 
These are some of the high­ 
lights in the story they recon­ 
structed: 
Stewart was born at De Leon 
Springs, Fla., and the family 
apparently moved to Lansing, 
Mich., where his sister was born 
two years later.

Eating Poinsettias 
May Not Be Fatal, 
But Caution Urged 


Reports that warn against the 
fatal dangers of eating poinset­ 
tias and mistletoe 
cannot 
be 
substantiated by U. S. Govern­ 
ment 
statistics, 
according 
to 
John 
L. 
Bodette, 
Executive 
Vice President of the Florists’ 
Trans-world Delivery 
Associa­ 
tion . 


“ W hile we recommend 
that 
all holiday floral gifts and dec­ 
orations should be enjoyed for 
their beauty and fragrance, and 
not their taste,” Mr. Bodette 
declared, ‘‘we fear warnings at 
this time of the year are often 
overstated. 
“ A favorite statement is that 
one poinsettia leaf can kill a 
child. Since 1959, more than 
IOO cases of poinsettia inges­ 
tion have been reported to the 
U. 
S. 
Government’s 
Poison 
Control Center. None were fa­ 
tal and only a handful even 
reported the minor discomfort 
of nausea and vomiting. 
“ In fact, there never has been 
a 
single, 
scientifically 
prov­ 
en case where eating poinset­ 
tias caused death. One report­ 
ed death, again often quoted, 
involved a case in Haw aii 45 


years ago which 
has 
never 
been authenticated by medical 
authority.” 
Bodette noted that reports of 
mistletoe ingestion, particularly 
by children, did include slight­ 
ly more instance® 
of 
nausea 
and vomiting. 
“ We hope,” he 
said, 
“ that 
holiday flowers and plants w ill 
be admired only with the eye 
and nose and that parents w ill 
take the same care in regard 
to their children as they do 
with other things around the 
house. Eating some flowers and 
plants 
can 
make 
youngsters 
sick, just as they can become 
ill from eating other common 
household 
items, 
so 
normal 
safeguards should apply.”

Feasts, Festivity 
Go Together 


During the Christmas season, j 
To the tune of the old carol, 
“ The Board’s Head in Hand I 
m erry sounds ring out, pleasing 
sights greet the eye — and tanta­ 
lizing aromas fill the air. Good 
food is as much a part of holi­ 
day tradition as bells and carols, 
greens and gifts. 
At this festive time, people de­ 
light in serving their families and 
friends an abundance of choice 
foods. The custom probably be- j 
gan with the ancient winter fes- ■ 
tivals. 
Iii the course of time, natural­ 
ly each nation developed its own 
treasured customs in connection 
with the Christmas dinner, say 
the editors of The New Book of 
Knowledge. 


Serving The “ Bird” 


On American tables, the cen­ 
ter of attraction is usually the 
turkey. This custom has its ori­ 
gin 
in the English “ Christmas 
bird’’ — usually a goose, capon 
or chicken, rather than a turkey. 
In medieval times, a large bird 
was standard fare at English 
Christmas dinners 
among 
the 
common people. In castle and 
manor, however, a “ bird” wasn’t 
always the main dish. 


Bear,’’ the 
boar’s 
head 
was 
home to the table in solemn pro-1 
cession. 
Then 
followed 
other 
courses — and what courses! The 
most lavish of dinners usually 
featured a boar’s head. 
For a medieval feast, a typical 
menu included 17 main dishes — 
every tiling from roasted swan to 
a kid with a pudding in its belly! 


Breaking Bread 


Everywhere, a widespread use 
of breads and pastries is custom­ 
ary for the Christmas feast. 
This has its origin in pre- 
Christian and early - Christian 
customs of the agricultural na­ 
tions of Eastern Europe, where 
peasants offered thanksgiving for 
a good harvest, usually of grain, 
during the winter season. 
Special holiday 
cakes 
were 
thought to bring good fortune 
and good health. 
More directly connected with 
the religious meaning of the sea­ 
son is the “ Christ-bread” tradi­ 
tional in many countries. This is 
a long cake, and its shape is j 
meant to symbolize the C hrist' 


Child 
wrapped 
in 
swaddling! 
clothes. 
Both mince pie and plum pud­ 
ding began as national Christmas 
dishes 
in 
England. 
Like 
the 
“ Christ-bread,” early mince pies 
were baked in symbolic shape — 
an oblong meant to represent the 
manger. 
Toasting The Holiday 
As today’s punch or eggnog 
bowl attests, favorite beverages 
and friendly toasts go along with 
the good cheer and good feast­ 
ing of the holiday. 
It all began with the English 
“ wassail” bowl. The wassail, a 
holiday beverage 
of 
medieval 
times, was served hot in a large 
bowl, and it was compounded of 
ale, apples, 
eggs, 
sugar 
and 
spices. 
The name comes from “ Was 
Haile,” a Saxon greeting which 
means, “ Your health.” Gradual­ 
ly, the word “ wassailing” began 
to mean any kind of Christmas 
revelry accompanied by a festive 
beverage.
